We owe pretty much all the com- 


of ours to corporate activity. No 
merely individual effort would ever 
have accomplished what has been done 
by corporations in the last hundred 
years. The people have almost univer- 
sally recognized this fact. There is 
no other ground on which to explain. 
the granting of corporate privileges to 
those who have organized these corpo-. 
rations, except that the people regard. 
ed such corporations as being for the 
public benefit. The resentment 
against corporate action has grown out 
ot the abuse of corporate powers. That 
these abuses have existed is as clear 
to the minds of most people as are the 
bepefits arising from corporate action 
under proper control. These corpora- 
tions have spanned the continent with 
their great railroad systems, and that 
has been a great benefit to the whole 
body of citizens. Our great banking 
system has been bullt up under corpo- 


aggregate 
ers in the corporations through which 
the progress has been wrought. 

It is when these corporations have 
fergotten that the people are their 
creators, that they are responsible to 
the people for the proper conduct of 
their corporate life, that resentment 
has arisen against them in the public 
mind. 


In the eyes of the law, these corpo- 
rate personalities have their/ rights 
clearly defined and as sacred as the 
personal rights of individuals. Just 


the part of the government to control 
corporate action are limited to holding 
them within their corporate rights, 
just so long that government interfer- 
ence will be just and just so far it will 
be generally upheld by public opinion. 
To this limit the governmental re- 
straint of corporations and trusts wil! 
be generally beneficial. It will in the 
end be beneficial to the corporations, 
But 


this proper limit, it will injure the cor- 
porations unjustly and it will prove 
more injurious to the general public 
than to the stockholders. 

There has grown up among us a sen- 
timent which would go far beyond this 
Une of justice in sanctioning and en- 
ceuraging governmental interference in 
the conduct of corporations. Hence 
views of men like Dr. Abbott myst 
prove useful in setting the people's 
minds right. The raflroad managers 
are undoubtedly becoming very restive 
under the continual probing on, the 
part of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
niission. It is exceedingly important 
that the action of the different mem- 
pers of this rallroad commission should 
be duly weighed by each one of them. 
The commission is composed, so far as 
we know in a general way, of able and 
cnscientious persons.

Much of prudence and wie economy 
is expected from the present city ad- 
ministration. When the officials were 
candidates for election, the city was 
guaranteed, by them and by those who 


spoke for them, that these virtues 
would be their guides throughout the 
three term of office which they 
sought.

Their predecessors had len extrava- 
gant. A revenue of two and a halt 
million dollars the first full year of

bequeathed to the present officials, for 
them to spend. Many department 
funds were overdrawn and money that 
theoretically had been put aside for 
public improvements had been frit- 
tered away in tactless expenditures. 
A system of frenzied finance pre- 
vailed in the City Hall. No attempt 
was e to provide from the city's 
income anything but salaries for offi- 
clals and those that they must hire.
